No. MCI-34(41)/93-Med. (N).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section IOA, read with section 33 of the Indian 
Medical Council Ac^ 1956 (102 of 1956), the Medial Council of India with the previous approval of the Central Government 
hereby makes the following regulations to amend the Establishment of new medical colleges, and opening of higher courses of 
study and increase of admission capacity in medical colleges Regulations, 1993, namely :— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Establishment of New Medical Colleges, Opening of Higher Courses of 

study and Increase of Admission Capacity in Medical Colleges (Amendment) Regulations, 1997. 

(2) This shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Establishment of new Medical Colleges, opening of Higher Courses of Study and increase of admission 
capacity in medical colleges Regulations, 1993, in the Scheme,— 

(a) under the heading “APPLICATION FEE FOR PERMISSION TO THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT TO 
ESTABLISH A NEW MEDICAL COLLEGE”, under the sub-heading “Application fee" for the words and 
letters “application fee of Rs. two lakhs" the words and letters “application fee of three lakh and fifty thousand 
rupees” shall be substituted; 

(b) under the heading “APPLICATION FEE” PERMISSION OF THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT FOR START¬ 
ING NEW OR HIGHER COURSES (INCLUDING PG DEGREE/DIPLOMA AND HIGHER SPECIALI¬ 
TIES) IN A MEDICAL COLLEGE/INSTITUTION underthe sub-head “SUBMISSION OF APPLICATION/ 
SCHEME AND APPLICATION FEE” for tire letters and words “Rs. One lakh”, the words and letters “two 
lakh rupees” shall be substituted; 

(c) under the heading “APPLICATION FOR PERMISSION OF THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT TO IN¬ 
CREASE THE ADMISSION CAPACITY IN M.B.B.S./HIGHER COURSES (INCLUDING DIPLOMA/ 
DEGREE/HIGHER SPECIALITIES) IN THE EXISTING MEDICAL COLLEGES/INSTITUTION”, under 
sub-heading titled, “SUBMISSION OF APPLICATION/SCHEME/APPLICATION FEE” for the letters and 
words “Rs. One lakh" the words and letters “two lakhs rupees” shall be substituted.
